Car bombing remains a mystery 


Wife of iiber-environmentalist Wiebo Ludwig says police aren’t doing enough

t's the forgotten chapter in the 
blood-stained saga of Wiebo Lud- 

wig’s Trickle Creek commune: 
the mysterious explosion that 
nearly killed Ludwig and his wife 

Maime has been long overlooked. 

But Edmonton police have final- 
ly received results of a forensic 
investigation into the April 1999 
blast from the RCMP’s Vancouver 
lab, but Edmonton police admit 
they know little more today, even 
with the forensics report in hand, 
than they did in the days following 
the biast. 

During the early morning of 
April 19, after Ludwig had visited 
his Edmonton lawyer, his van was 
blown up in the parking lot of the 
Comfort Inn in the west end. 

It was a close call — Ludwig 
was walking toward the vehicle 
when a bomb planted beneath it 
went off. 

Debris from the van was blown 
all over the parking lot and 
Edmonton police spent days 
scouring the blast site and an adja- 
cent field for evidence. 

Speculation over who may have 
been responsible ran high: Ludwig 
had long argued there were “dark 
forces” in the oil industry lined up 
against him and indeed, in the cli- 
mate of fear oil workers toiled 
under as dozens of acts of oil field 
vandalism rocked northern 
Alberta, someone may have sought 
revenge; some suggested RCMP 
themselves had planted the bomb, 
given the fact that during the 
course of their investigation, 
police bombed an oil company 
shed and blamed it on unknown 
saboteurs; others suggested Lud- 
wig himself set off the bomb in 
order to turn the tide of public sen- 
timent in his own favour. 

A week ago Ludwig, who is serv- 
ing his two-year sentence at a fed- 
eral penitentiary in Grande Cache, 
accepted responsibility for the 
bombing of the Suncor well but 
denies he committed the crime. In 
a letter to Suncor Energy, Ludwig 
said he felt his own “explosive 
rhetoric” may have convinced one 
of his sons to bomb the well. 

Ludwig had long been a critic of 
the oil and gas industry, blaming it 
for human and animal miscar- 
riages at his Trickle Creek farm 
near Peace River. 

SEE Magazine was unable to 
contact Ludwig directly but 
through his wife Mamie he said: 
“We are the victims and we are 
being criminalized.” 

Mamie Ludwig said it’s frustrat-_ 
ing that police seem to have for- 
gotten the case. 

“I think about the beginning of 
this story when we were puked on 
and poisoned and our kids were 
dying and our animals were dying 
and we were getting really sick. 
Those too,”

‘Trickle Creek.” 

Anderson said the investigation 
isn’t likely to be solved soon, 
unless someone with information 
about the bombing calls police 
with a tip. The crime may be the 
subject of the Crime Stoppers pro- 
gram at some ait in the future, 
he added... —. _ 

What police now know is that 
the explosion was caused by “a 
commercially produced high 
explosive” that is used in indus- 
tries such as mining or seismic 
work. 

Sgt. Jeff Anderson, an Edmon- 
ton Police Service spokesperson 
and explosives technician, said the 
bomb was placed outside the van, 
on a cross-brace or part of the 
frame, directly below the driver's 
seat. 


The blast “was directional,” 
Anderson said. The explosion

There was also speculation that 
the bomb had been detonated by 
remote contro] but police have “no 
evidence” of any detonation 
method. Bombs can be set off in a 
number of ways, from motion or 
pressure-sensitive triggers to bat- 
teries, wires or something as sim- 
ple as a lit fuse, Anderson said. 

“The investigation really came 
up with few critical pieces of evi- 
dence to really suggest how this 
device was actually built or the 
components of the device.” 

In a post-blast investigation 

“what you are looking for is the 
smallest piece of evidence that 
might suggest (a detonation 
method) or something that may 
resemble maybe a detonator or 
wire or electronics or switch or 
battery, and in this case we didn’t 
find an awful lot of that.”

Alberta at risk 
of another Walkerton 


week ago Dr. Murray 
Alsccrtce the man who 

ounded the alarm on the 
Walkerton, Ont. contaminated 
water tragedy, issued a warning: 
the Walkerton event could repeat 
itself across the country unless 
adequate safeguards are in place 
to protect groundwater supplies 
from livestock operations. 

Last May, some 2,300 residents 
fell ill and six died when Walker- 
ton’s water supply was contami- 
nated with a deadly bacteria 
from manure at a livestock oper- 
ation. An inquiry is now being 
held into the matter. Considering 
the fact that Walkerton’s water 
supply was tainted with a deadly 
strain of E. coli by a small 35- 
head cattle operation, and given 
the fact that there are an estimat- 
ed five million head of cattle in 
Alberta, the question of ground- 
water protection in cattle coun- 
try has resurfaced.Alberta has no 


legislation governing intensive. 


livestock operations, even 
though a blue-ribbon committee 
studied the issue and offered rec- 
ommendations earlier this year.

hen one takes a listen to, and 
Wee: at, the recorded output 

of saxophonist and composer 
Oliver Lake, it’s evident the St. 
Louis native is one of those artists 
who always puts his core creative 
drive before any commercial con- 
cessions. 

At 58 years of age the cutting- 
edge player, who is an improvisa- 
tional monster, doesn’t appear to 
have suffered any for sticking to 
his guns when it has come to get- 
ting his music recorded and dis- 
tributed to audiences in the West- 
ern World. It’s been a rare occa- 
sion when there was a lengthy 
period of time between releases, at 
least for the past 25 years, and his 
output in just the last few months 
confirms he’s still a force on the 
contemporary jazz scene. 

So given his international repu- 
tation and the fact that he’s no 
stranger to Edmonton audiences, 
thanks to a number of memorable 
appearances dating back a couple 
of decades, the Yardbird Suite 
should once again be a jammed 
venue on the evening of Saturday, 
Oct. 28. 

This time around Lake is appear- 
ing as a member of Trio 3, along 
with bassist Reggie Workman and 
drummer Andrew Cyrille. Work- 
man’s personal discography 
includes a large and groundbreak-

When the show becomes a 
megahit, Delacroix is horrified, but 
success is success, right? Suddenly 
he’s defending the show as inten- 
tional parody of the worst of 
American racism — a PR line he 
initially only dreamed up out of 
spite. Along the way he drags 
down two homeless but talented 
African American performers who 
he transforms into Mantan and 
Sleep N. Eat (a reference to 1940's 
performers Mantan and Stepin 
Fetchit).. Eventually the Minstrel 
Show unleashes enough passions 
that Blackface becomes an all-race 
fashion statement, and vicious 
revenge is inevitable. 

Never one to avoid controversy, 
artistic adventure or naysayers’ 
charges of bombast, Lee delivers 
an incisive, daring, funny and truly 
painful film that owes much to Mel 
Brooks’ The Producers, but with a 
social agenda. Many pop icons and 
pop articles are vivisected, includ- 
ing Tommy Hilfiger and Lee’s béte 
blanc, Quentin Tarantino. 

Bamboozled delivers through an 
uneasy tension between parody 


and social realism, which you'll 
either dig or dis (which marks the 
first and last time I have used the 
word “dis” in print and here, only 
for the sake of alliteration). Unlike 
Oliver Stone’s Natural Born 
Killers, however, 
rides the tension energetically 

But Bamboozled really does 
need more specific visual refer 
ences to today’s coon shows in hip 
hop, film. and television — though 
it’s understandable that no one 
would license their own image 
solely for it to be attacked — since 
many naive viewers will assume 
the film’s critique is currently irrel- 
evant. Yet the hilarity of the film 
and the excellent dancing and tim- 
ing of its coon shows (I can’t 
believe I wrote that) earn Bam- 
boozled the right to be discussed 
long into the night at coffee shops 
and in parked cars. If you find the 
film bombastic, take heart, 
because Lee always keeps a sar- 
castic or flip bit in store to burst 
the tension — especially at the 
end.
